The president would keep the in­ 
com ing congress waiting until a year 
before It begins to function, it is said. 
It rem ains to be seen, of course, if 
the present house and senate follow 
the precedent of 1919 and compel the 
president to bring congress together 
-after March 4 to provide the money 
w ith which to run the government. 
In that year the majority leaders of 
the senate held up important supply 
bills, making it im perative that Presi- 
ident W ilson call an extra session. 
Hut in tnat year the senate had 
special interest in such a course. 
Mr. 
\\ ilson was at Paris negotiating the 
treaty of peace and had committed 
this 
country to 
m embership 
in a 
league of nations. The senate wanted 
to be in session when the league cov­ 
enant should be worked out in detail, 
.and with that iii mind, encouraged a 
filibuster against many of the 
priation bills. 
There is a group in congress this 
year who want to legislate on the 
railroads, turin relief, the world court, 
taxation, tax return publicity, and do 
not want 
to wait 
until 
December, 
1925, or perhaps until July, 1926, be­ 
fore giving attention to these prob 
lams. 
W hether these men will organize 
sufficient opposition to t'ie appropria­ 
tion bills to bring about an extra se s­ 
sion can not be 
ascertained 
until 
more of the congressm en reach Wash­ 
ington, confer aud fix on a program 
o f action. 
Hailroad leaders are already on the 
ground trying to head off revision of

posed changes they hope to avoid are

m erce 
comm ission 
is 
valuing 
the 
roads, and tho m ovement to reduce 
freight rates. 
In addition the rail 
road leaders hope to carry on con 
solldations without interference from 
the government. 
The demand for freight rate reduc­ 
tion com es mainly from the agricul­ 
tural districts, and it has been so 
strong that the president has given 
his endorsem ent to it. 
The attitude of the railroads is in­ 
dicated by W. VV. Atterbury, who is 
the new president of 
the Pennsyl­ 
vania, and one of the most outspoken 
of the railway men. 
“Transportation laws should be en­ 
forced

against discrimination and bad faith," 
says 
General 
Atterbury. 
“They 
should not be enforced against the 
better judgment of trained railroad 
man except for good 
and sufficient 
reasons."

passed a resolution to bar the four 
progressive senators from any future 
caucuses. 
It also voted not to con 
sider these four in filling future com 
m ittee vacancies. 
This action is con­ 
sidered little short of ousting Sen* 
Aor La Follette and his three sup­ 
porters from the Republican party. 
i he basis of the action was the ac­ 
tive work of tile quaitet against Pres­ 
ident Coolidge during the campaign. 
Several other senators, who are re­ 
garded more or less as supporters of 
Senator La Follette, were not includ­ 
ed, because they took no active part 
in 
the campaign against the preai 
dent. 
The resolution was adopted without 
a record vote. 
It was introduced by 
Senator David Reed of Pennsylvania. 
Leaders of the conterence thought 
that this was as far as they could go 
toward ousting the members of their 
. arty, whom they feel deserted them 
in the recent presidential campaign. 
No step toward taking them from the 
posts they now hold could be taken in 
the conference, because they are hold- 
ng their positions upon a vote of the 
ull senate.

Entering Industries 
Washington.- -The last decade has 
seen the industrial problems of wom­ 
en become more conspicuous than ever 
before. 
Their full importance, hon ever, can 
not he known unless certain questions 
are first answered: 
Women In Indus­ 
try. 
Where do they work? 
What do 
j they do? 
Hits their number increased 
| or 
decreased 
during the last 
few 
years? The replies to many of those 
questions m e to be found in several 
bulletins on occupational statistics re- 
i centi; Issued by the federal bureau of 
the census. 
Increases occurred in th** number of 
women who were clerks in offices, ste­ 
nographers and typists, bookkeepers 
and cashiers, teachers, saleswomen, 
telephone operators, 
trained nurses 
and clerks in stores. 
Decreases oc­ 
curred iii the number recorded as farm 
laborers, cooks, genera! servants, laun­ 
dresses. dressmakers and seamstresses 
(not In factory ), and milliners and mil­ 
linery dealers. 
In manufacturing and mechanical , 
Industries Increases are found among 
semi-skilled operatives In food, iron 
and steel and clothing industries, in 
silk Lind knitting mills and in electrical 
supply, shoe and * gar and tobacco 
factories; among laborers bi cotton 
mills, and among forewomen and over­ 
seers In 
manufacturing. The most 
striking Increase is that for operatives 
in automobile factories, among whom 
there has been an increase# of I,ins 
lier cent.

Ct ad tidily tile business became estab­ 
lished in this country. 
Used for Wooden Warships. 
I fie wooden ships of commerce and 
■'r "ort* always in need of quantities 
•f tar and pitch. 
In fact, they used 
most of the tar and pitch on the m ar­ 
ket so that the production of these 
m aterials was known as the naval 
stores industry, and though ships use 
< ‘imperatively little of tile pine tree 
products any longer tile industry has 
retained its old name. 
The longleaf pine forests of our 
outhenstern const proved an especially 
prolific source of naval stores. Oper­ 
ators, seeing no end to the miles of 
pine forest stretching away through 
the south toward the Golf of Mexico, 
worked trees of one section for a 
very few years recklessly, so as to 
get tile biggest yield of turpentine in 
a flurry.

Industry Now Dying. 
I lie I nJted States still dominates 
the world’s trade in turpentine and 
• rosin, hut the industry la considered 
to be dying in this country. As condi­ 
tions look now the country shall soon 
be fortunate lf it can make enough to 
mix its own paints and to supply tile 
numerous industries that use Impor­ 
tant gum products of the pine. 
Heretofore there has been little or­ 
ganization in tile industries u bleb use 
the southern pine forests.
